Narberth Borough Council may be forced to take evic- 
tion proceedings against Charles L. Jenkins, occupant of the 
old bam on Haverford Ave., to make way for a parking lot, 
long promised to the local merchants. 
Jenkins, who conducts a 



penter and jobbing business in the 
bam. is willing to move, but has 
no place to go. A resident of Nar- 
bertn for 45 years Jenkins lives at 
93 Windsor Ave. 

The Borough Council authorized 
the Seymour Construction Com- 
pany to begin demolishing the 
building at their meeting Monday 
night. The company offered the 
best bid for the work, but stated 
that they were anxious to obtain 
the material from the building as 
soon as possible. 

The action to make the property 
available for parking was started 
last March, when Borough Solici- 
tor Henry A. Prye was instructed 
to inform Jenkins to move. Deci- 
sion to make the lot available for 
iocit'i shoppers was done on the 
strength of a report submitted by 
the Keystone Automobile Club. 

The report, submitted by Wil- 
liam S. Canning, engineering •di- 
rector of the Club, followed a sur- 
vey of traffic, problems in the Bor- 
ough.

Works 50 Years As Domestic; 
Wills $73,000 To Church Order 



For 50 years after she came 
here from Ireland. Rose Hagan 
did domestic work for prominent 
Main Line families. 

When she died on April 25 at 
the age of 82. she left- an estate 
of $73,000. In her will, probated 
last week at Media, she left most 
of it to the Society for the Propa- 
gation of the Faith. 

A native of County Tyrone, she 
worked at various times as a 
child's nurse, chambermaid and 
cleaning woman. Her wages in 
these positions were never higher 
than the prevailing scale but she 
apparently amassed her fortune 
through living the life of a hermit. 

Her neighbors in Bryn Mawr 
and her employers were accustom- 
ed to see her dressed in black, an 
old -fashioned hat upon her head. 

Not only did she spend little on 
herself, but she was treated as a 
charity patient by her doctor who 
took care of her during the year's 
Illness which lead to her depth. 



Her only indulgence was a semi- 
private room which she took at 
Bryn Mawr Hospital when she had 
an operation last year. 

Despite her serious illness dur- 
ing the past year, Miss Hagan con- 
tinued to do cleaning at Main Line 
homes till the day before she died. 

Neighbors (and friends, and she 
had but few of the latter,) be- 
lieved she was indigncnt. Some 
described her as "hardly having 
enough to buy tomorrow morn- 
ing's breakfast." 

Miss Hagan's only known source 
of income, aside her daily wages, 
was a small inheritance from a 
niece, whom she had brought over 
to this country from Ireland af- 
ter the first World War. The niece, 
Ellen McKuken. died about ten 
years ago, after having worked as 
a seamstress for the L. Livingston 
Biddle family, Mighland Lane, 
Bryn Mawr. Miss Hagan, who 
had become lonely in America,

Acheson Criticizes 
Industry, Labor 



Government, industry, labor, 
the press, radio and the public 
were criticized for apathy, incom- 
petence, and a lack of discipline 
Tuesday in an address by Under- 
secretary of State Dean Acheson 
at Bryn Mawr College graduation 
exercises.
